ing. The frequent pꝛactice of this Uice, in the moſt publick places, at all times, and almoſt in all Companies, is a hozrtd ſhame, 
and ſcandal to the Government, and is ſeverely chargeable in all Officers, and publick Perſons, who are by the Law intruſt⸗ 


ed to take notice thereof and le vy the Penalties inflicted, 


Profaning the PRO ANAT ION ofthe LORDS DAY by Spoꝛts and Tipling in Taverns, Inns, Ale-houſes, and Coffee⸗houles, 

Lords Day. during Divine Service; the Statutes inflicting on all Perſons who ſhall meet to ſpoꝛt, tipple, oꝛ uſe any unlawful Exer⸗ 
ciſes on that day, Thee ſhillings four pence koꝛ every Offence ; and where no diſtreſs can be had, to fit thee Hours in the 
Stocks; and ten ſhillings on every Uintner, Jnn-keeper, oꝛ Ale-houſe keeper, that thall ſuffer any ſuch Dꝛinking oꝛ Tip- 
ling in his Houſe. Allo no perſon may fit in the Streets, oꝛ other publick places with Herbs, Fruit, oꝛ other things, and 
expoſe them toſale , And no Hackney Coachmen may ſtand and ply in the Streets, on that day, 


Bawdy-Hou- Maintaining Houſes ſuſpected of Common BAW DRV, foz which by Law the Offenders are to find Sureties for the 

2 500d Behaviour ; and every Conſtable upon Inkoꝛmation of Men oꝛ Women of evil repoꝛt, reſoꝛting to ſuch ſuſpected Hou- 
ſes, may take and carry the Parties befoze a Juſtice of Peace to find Sureties foꝛ the Good Behaviour, But elpecially the 
late impudent and unſufferable p2actice both of Men and Wornen, Wand2ing about the Streets in the Evening, and pub- 
lickly attempting and perſwading others to their lewd and abeminable deſigns, and many times aſſauiting the modeſty of 
vertuous perſons With infolcnt and oblcene language, to theic great terrour and amazement ; This loꝛt of Perſons ought 
to be moſt ſeverely dealt withall, being lo notoꝛious pꝛomoters of Debauchery; And all Conſtables, and other Officers are 
particularly charged and required to be very vigilant, eſpectally within their reſpective Pꝛecincts, foꝛ pꝛe vention of all ſuch 
rudeneſſes, and to appꝛehend all perſons that ſhall be found to miſdemean themſeives in that manner. 


1 Keeping of Common GAMIN G-Houſes, notwithſtanding any pꝛetended Licences, Which every Juſtice of the Peace

having no Eſtate whereon to live (Except upon Examination they ſhall give good account of their Living.) 


Tipling. Mozcover no Perſon may ſit oꝛ continue, oz be ſuffered to lit oꝛ continue Tipling oꝛ Dꝛinking moꝛe than one hour, unleſs 
upon ſome extrao2dinary occaſion, in any Tavern, Urctualling-honſe, Ale-houſe, Coffee-houſe, oꝛ other Tipling⸗houſe, 
upon the Penalty of Ten ſhillings foꝛ every Offence upon the Maſter ot ſuch Houſe; and upon the Perſon that ſhall conti⸗ 
nue dzinking Thee ſhillings Four pence, And by the ancient Cuſtom of the City none may remain to tipple oꝛ dꝛink in any 


Publick Houſe after Nine of the Clock at Might. 


And therefoꝛe all Conſtables and other Officers whom it doth oz may concern, are required to take care fo2 diſcovering 
and bzinging to Puniſhment whoſoever ſhall offend in the Pꝛemiſes And foꝛ that end they are to enter into any ſuſpected. 
Houſes befo2e-mentioned, and into any Tavern, Inn, Alc:-houſe , Uictualling-houſe , Coffee-houſe , oz other Tipling- 
houſe, oz Gaming⸗houſec, to ſearch foꝛ ſuch diſozderly Þerſons, as ſhall be found miſ-behaving themlelves, tipling, oz o⸗ 
therwiſe doingcontrary to the ſaid Laws, and tolevy the Penaltics and cauſe the Offenders to come befoze tome of his 
Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace of this City, to be dealt wit hal accoꝛding to Law, 


And Whereas the Streets and Common Paſlages, and all Places of Publick Meeting and Reſozt, are ercecdingiy peſter⸗ 
Beggais and ed and annoyed by Uagrants and Beggars, and that foꝛ ſuppreſſing and a voiding of that greateſt living Nuſance, elpectal 
Vagrents. Beſolution is taken to put in execution againſt them the Good La ws in foꝛce with ail Strictneſs and Severity The ſaid 

Conſtables therekoze are charged and required to appꝛehend all Rogues, Uagabonds, and ſturdy Beggars, that ſhall be 
found begging, vagrant, wandꝛing, oꝛ miſ-92dering themſelves with entheir reſpective Pariſhes and P2ecinct®; and ſuchok 
them as thall appear to have Dwellings oꝛ Abode Within the City oꝛ Liberties to carry to Bridewel, there to be received and 
dealt withal acteꝛding to La w, rand others to puniſh and pas away from Partth to Pariſh the next ſtreight way to the Pa- 
riſh where they Were boꝛn, if the lame may be known by the Parties Confeſſ'oa oꝛ otherwiſe ; oz if it be not known, then to 
the Pariſhes Where they laſt dwelt, bekoꝛe the fame Puniſhmeat, by the ſpace of one whole vear; oꝛ if that cannot be well 
known, then to the Pariſhes to Which they laſt paſſed without Puniſhment ; upon the Penalty and Foꝛkeiture of Ten ſhil- 
lings foꝛ everydefault. Allo every Inhabitant is to appꝛehend ſuch Beggars, &c. as he ſhall know to reſoꝛt to his Houſe to 
beg oꝛ receive Alms, and carry oꝛ canſe them to be carried to the nert Conſtables ;, upon like Penalty oz Foꝛfeiture of Ten 
chillings foꝛ every Offence, And fuch Conſtable isthereupon to puniſh and paſs away ſuch Beggar as afoꝛcſaid, upon the 


_ Penalty of Twenty ſhillings foꝛ every default. Ec | :

And mozeover, the two Parſhals ot this City are commanded (accozding to the ancient expzeſs Oꝛders of their plate and 
Duty) to be on hoꝛſe⸗back, and their Men, with the Beadles of the four Hoſpitals that ſhail be thereunto appointed, on foot, 
ſometimes with them, and lometimes without them, as occaſion ſhall require; and to ride and walk about, and compaſs all 
- Streets, Lanes, Alleys,and Cozners of the City and Liberties, every day, duly and diligently; and ſo diſpoſe and divide 
themſelves, that once every day they oꝛ ſome of them may ſurvey every Quarter of the City: And that. as they paſs though 
the Streets, they appꝛehend all Uagrantsand wandzing Rogues and Beggars, Men, Women and Childzen, and carry them 
either to Bridewel,oz to the Conſtable of the Place where they ſhall be appꝛehended, to be Whipped,conveyed and paſſed as the caſe 
ſhall require and is bet̃oꝛe directed. They are alſo to take notice of and pzeſent — as they find remiſs and negligent 
of their Duty in this Ser vite, to ot end they map be p2oſecuted and puniſhed accoꝛding to Law, And fo2 their moꝛe rea dinels 
herein, are to take Inkoꝛmation from the Beadles of the Wards of the Names and Dwelling-Places of every Conſtable 
wit hin their ſeveral Wards, and of each ones ſeveral Pꝛecinct that ſo they may find them eaſily upon all Occaſions. 


And the ſaid Marſhals are to keep an exact and true Note, in wꝛiting in a Book, of every Uagrant, wandzing Rogue, 
and Beggar, which ſhall be appꝛehended by them, and delivered to any Conſtable, oz carried by them immediately tq Bride- 
wel, together Wtth his Surname and Name of Baptiſm, and the Place of his oz her Birth, and if that cannot be found, 

— — Place of his oꝛ her laſt Dwelling, oꝛ if there be no ſuch, then the Place Where he oꝛ ſhe laſt paſt though withont Cozre- 


Allo the Poꝛter of Bridewel is to keep a Book wherein he ſhall truly enter the Surname, Name of Baptiſm, Place of 
Birth, and other the Pꝛemiſes of oz concerning every ſuch Perſon which ſhall be delivered into the Cuſtody of that Hoſpital. 


Streets Tikewiſe foꝛ the Health and Cleanlineſs of the City, all Inhabitants, Houſholders, and others concerned, are warned 
| and requtredto keep the Streets befoze their Houſes and Gꝛound duly paved and \wept, and the Soil to be taken up and kept 
in Baskets, Tubs, oz other Ueſſels, until the coming of the Raker, upon pain of Thee ſhillings Four pence ; and not to 
thꝛow oꝛ ſuſfer any Aſhes, Dirt, oꝛ other Filth tobe caſt out into the Streets befoze their own G2zound oz Houſes, upon 
pain of Five ſhillings ; noꝛ befoze their Netghbours, oꝛ any Church oz Church-Pard., oz other publick Place oꝛ Building, oz 
into any Common Sink, Uault, water-courſe, oz Sewer, upon pain of Twenty ſhillings; (being the reſpectivePenalties 
foꝛ every offence in thoſe ſeveral Caſes — by a late Act of Parliament) And the Dcavengers to ſee the laid Streets ac- 
cozdingly [wept and cleanſed, oz the Offenders pꝛolſecuted and puntſhed, andſthe Soil, Dirt and Rubb'ſh daily taken up and 
carried away by the Rakers, as by the ſaid Act and ſeveral other Acts, Oꝛders, and late Pzecepts in that behalf hath 
been enjoined and directed, 


Lights Moꝛeover, foꝛ the Common Safety and Peace of the City, and Convenience of all whoſe Affairs may occalion them to

And to the end that no Conſtable oꝛ other Officers oz Piniſters of Juſtice, may be any ways diſcouragedin their lawful 
diligent, and vigoꝛous P2oſecution of the Pꝛemiſes; It is pꝛovided, That if they oz any of them ſhall be reſiſted in the juſt 
and lawful Execution ot their Charge and Duty, oz in any Wiſe affronted oz abuſed, they ſhall be encouraged, maintained,
